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Don’t force 
our plans off 
track in race 
to build HS2 
rail network

LONG-SUFFERING rail commuters have 
accused the Government of turning its 
back on the “incomplete” High Speed 
One project so it can push ahead with 
plans for High Speed Two. 

The Alliance of Kent Commuters says 
HS1, launched in 2009, provides an in¬ 
consistent service which fails to benefit 
all of the county’s passengers. 

What’s more, it says the costs 
of HS2 are likely to fall - in part 
at least - upon the shoulders of Kent’s 
rail users. 

It argues the fast rail line does not 
reach huge swathes of the county, 
meaning the so-called high speed trains 
are unable to travel at speed until either 
Ashford or Ebbsfleet. And they argue 
that some commuters are being hit with 
extortionate costs of more than £6,000 


for a season ticket, despite not benefit¬ 
ing from the full service. 

Co-founder of the alliance, John Ni¬ 
cholson, said the latest HS2 scheme 
- which would dramatically reduce 
journey times between northern cities, 
such as Manchester and Birmingham, 
and London - was a “vanity project” 
for the Government and that ministers 
should be looking at improving fast 
lines in Kent before spending billions on 
another high speed project. 

He told this newspaper: “HS1 has 
benefitted some people, but for many 
of us it’s done nothing except make the 
classic services worse. 

“It all depends on where you live. 

“Why is the Government not look¬ 
ing to upgrade the lines here in parts of 
Kent? Why is it not looking to extend 
the line to Manston? 

“Instead of improving and finishing

HS1, the Government is going to spend 
£30 billion - during a recession - on HS2. 

“Every single train user in the coun¬ 
try, that includes us in Kent, will end up 
paying for this white elephant. ” 

North Thanet MP, Sir Roger Gale, 
this week called on transport secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin to see the HS1 serv¬ 
ice completed to Thanet, adding a 
“project started had to be seen through”. 

“If the government wants a seriously 
good advertisement for high speed rail 
then the answer is swift and simple; pick 
up where the last Labour government 
failed and finish HS1,” he said. 

The transport secretary acknowledged 
the benefits of the fast service to Kent 
and the desire to see the project finished. 

Kent County Council met for talks 
with transport minister Simon Burns in 
December about the possible extension 
of the high speed line between Ashford 
and Ramsgate. 

The controversy around HS2 reared 
its head again this week as the Govern¬ 
ment released more information about 
its plans - sparking concern from resi¬ 
dents and politicians who discovered 
their constituencies would fall in its path. 

None of which will be a stranger to 
the people of Kent. Some 25 years ago 
the county was in exactly the same po¬ 
sition as many towns and rural hamlets 
faced up to the reality of having their 
homes and businesses torn up to make 
way for the high-speed link. 


Southeastern, which runs the service 
in Kent, said HS1 has been popular 
ever since it was first introduced. 

A spokesman said: "Just last month 
we celebrated 25 million journeys on 
the service in the space of three years. 

"The fast journeys, quality and 
connections at St Pancras Interna¬ 
tional has meant that each year more 
than a million extra journeys are made 
- we saw seven million journeys in the 
first year, eight million in the second 
year and now over nine million 
journeys each year. 

It faced a chorus of criticism then - 
but in retrospect, has been hailed a suc¬ 
cess for many parts of the county. 

Malcolm Triggs worked at Ashford 
Borough Council when the high speed 
plans were first unveiled. 

“Our main concern was making sure 
it went through the station in the town 
- it was arguably going to be outside the 
town, which the council didn’t want,” 
he said. “I think that’s the issue affect¬ 
ing some stations in Kent, that the high 
speed doesn’t travel through. 

“However, I think HS1 is a beneficial 
service for most people.” 

Mr Triggs said one of the fears of peo¬ 
ple living in areas on the planned HS1 
line, when proposals were first revealed, 
was the disruption it would cause and 


“Customers have given the high 
speed service a mark of 95 per cent 
for satisfaction in the most recent 
National Passenger Survey. 

"We're constantly looking at how 
we can improve our services. Since 
high speed was launched we've 
extended the service to places such as 
Sandwich and Deal and put on more 
trains at weekends and during the 
busy peak hour. Our focus is to 
continue to strive for more improve¬ 
ments to offer the best possible 
service for our passengers." 


potential damage to the environment. 

“I think the impact is much less than 
people feared - this isn’t an airport, 
there aren’t planes flying overhead all 
the time, so it’s not that noisy,” he said. 

“I think it’s fair to say that their worst 
fears were not realised, although I know 
there will be a few affected and that 
must be heartbreaking for them. 

“In terms of the countryside, it’s a bit 
of metal running through and most of it 
follows existing lines.” 

Chief executive of Kent Invicta Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Jo James, said HS1 
has been beneficial to the economy. 

“It has encouraged businesses to 
move into the county, helped maintain 
the construction industry and is already 
proving of benefit in developing the lo¬ 


cal economy,” she said. “The much- 
feared blight associated with the con¬ 
struction of the line and the running of 
the trains really never happened. I’m 
sure most people in Kent would now 
agree that the high speed link has 
blended into the environment with no 
more disruption than that imposed by 
the previously existing transport links 
and property values in the county have 
maintained a much healthier level than 
many other parts of the country.” 

Details of the next phase of HS2 were 
unveiled by the Government this week. 

It will cost £32bn, be constructed by 
2033 and slash journey times between 
the cities of Manchester, Leeds and Bir¬ 
mingham and London significantly. 

Transport economics expert from the 
University of Kent, Professor Roger 
Vickerman, predicted that HS2 could be 
good news for Kent’s economy. 

“Whilst much of the focus is on the 
possible environmental effects of the 
route, a key element of the plan is that it 
includes a link from the new HS2 route 
to HS1,” he said. 

“In principle this could allow high¬ 
speed services to operate from Ashford 
to the Midlands and North, boosting 
even further the integration of Kent into 
the UK economy.” 

He added: “At the same time, experi¬ 
ence of living with HS1 in Kent can al¬ 
low a demonstration of how quickly 
new infrastructure can be absorbed 
without creating the devastation being 
predicted by some.”

French murder case charge 


POLICE in France have charged a 32-year- 
old man from Chatham with the murder of a 
woman, found stabbed to death in a frenzied 
attack in Nimes. 

Robert Plant moved from Medway to the 
town in south west France 22 years ago, but 
made headlines here for all the wrong reasons 
as details of the brutal murder emerged. 

The body of mother-of-three Joudia Zimmate 
was found in brambles earlier this week. She 
had been out jogging. 

Mr Plant has been placed under ‘formal 
investigation' by French police, while a judge 
considers the next step. Any trial is expected to 
be several months away. 

The 32-year-old moved to France when he 


was 10, and a relative still in the county said he 
took to the culture quickly. 

His uncle, David Ripley, from Dartford, said 
the family moved to France as Mr Plant's father 
Dennis was half French. He described the 
suspect as now “more French than British". 

He added: "It has come as a real shock. I feel 
sorry for my sister, her husband died in the 
summer and now this. They are such a lovely 
family." 

Mr Plant is understood to live with his mother, 
Esther. They are believed to live in a two-storey 
gated villa close to where the body of the victim 
was found. 

The alarm was raised after Ms Zimmate failed 
to collect her daughter from school.

Music mogul Power insists Hop 
Farm Festival will return again

MUSIC promoter Vince Power 
has broken his silence to vow 
the Hop Farm Festival will re¬ 
turn this summer - despite los¬ 
ing so much money last year it 
resulted in his company going 
into administration. 

But the legendary music mo¬ 
gul insisted to KoS this week 
the event will be staged at the 
Paddock Wood site and that he 
expects to start unveiling the 
line-up “very shortly”. 

It will come as a surprise to 
many following the well-publi¬ 
cised collapse of Mr Power’s 
company, Music Festivals pic, 
at the end of last year. 

The firm began to teeter 
shortly after the Kent event, 
when it admitted tickets had 
blown a hole in finances. 

It blamed a perfect storm of a 
squeeze on spending, the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympics, a flurry of 
free festivals and the wet 
weather as ingredients to its 
disappointing returns. 

Shortly afterwards, the com¬ 
pany, which floated on the Al¬ 
ternative Investment Market 
(AIM) in the summer of 2011 
valued at £10m, spluttered to a 
halt worth just £310,000 as 
shares were suspended. 

The three-day summer festi¬ 
val had received rave reviews 
in recent years, attracting such 
performers as Prince, Morris¬ 
sey, Lou Reed, Iggy Pop, Bob 
Dylan and Neil Young. 

Speaking this week, Mr Pow¬ 
er said: “The Hop Farm Festival 
will go ahead this year. 

“As you know, we had a dif¬ 
ficult year last year... and it has 
taken some time to deal with.” 

Just days after Music Festi¬ 
vals pic floundered, Mr Power 
had All Music Live Ltd up and 


running out of the same offices 
in Kilburn, London. 

He adds: “It was always 
my intention to do the Hop 
Farm, I have the rights to do 
the Hop Farm and the Hop 
Farm will take place from July 
5-7 in 2013. 

“At the moment, we have 
sold a small amount of early 
bird tickets and we are confirm¬ 
ing acts. We hope to announce 
the bill very shortly.” 

However, to further muddy 
the waters, the Paddock Wood 
venue was unable to confirm 
this week whether it would be 
hosting the event for a sixth 
year. 

After previously insisting the 
event was due to take place - 
despite a deafening silence from 
Mr Power - it appeared to 
change its tune. 

A spokesman said: “We’d 
rather not comment on this but 
simply say negotiations are 
taking place.” 

With tickets - costing £125 
each - remaining on sale in re¬ 
cent months, there had been 
concerns the event could be a 


victim of the complexities of the 
financial fall-out of the collapse 
of Music Festivals pic and un¬ 
witting ticket buyers left out of 
pocket. A spokesman for the 
event had refused to confirm 
whether it would return for 
2013 last autumn. 

Mr Power had previously 
confirmed the festival had yet 
to break even during its five- 
year history. 

It is believed the 2011 event 
was on track to make a profit 
when the opportunity to add 
Prince for his first ever UK festi¬ 
val show became available. It is 
thought the fee to book the 
American star was in the re¬ 
gion of £600,000 - which de¬ 
spite adding thousands of extra 
ticket sales, contributed to it 
making a loss. 

The Hop Farm Festival is one 
of just two major mainstream 
music festivals in the county. 
The other is Lounge on the 
Farm which is due to take place 
in July this year. Organisers say 
plans are well advanced and 
they expect to announce their 
line-up over the coming weeks.

Tory calls for debate into the 
future of county council in bid 
to reduce household tax bills

A CONSERVATIVE councillor has called for 
discussions into the potential creation of unitary 
authorities and the subsequent abolishment of 
Kent County Council (KCC). 

He insists such a move would see a huge re¬ 
duction in each household’s council-tax bill. 

Canterbury City Council member Simon Cook 
argued that significant savings could be made if 
the current two-tier system - involving the 
county and district councils - was scrapped and 
services delivered by a local unitary authority for 
the different parts of Kent, as seen in Medway. 

But county-council supporters have slammed 
the idea, stating that Kent as a whole is a power¬ 
ful lobbying group that can influence the Gov¬ 
ernment to the benefit of residents. 

They argue that groundbreaking initiatives, 
such as the countywide telehealth scheme - 
which allows patients to be monitored remotely 
from the comfort of their home - would not have 
been possible without the vision of KCC. 

Cllr Cook, however, said that making the dis¬ 
trict councils into unitaries would probably lead 
to savings, move decision-making to a local level 
and stop duplication of services. 

KCC deals with services including schools, 
roads and social care. District councils deliver 
services including bins, waste and housing. 
Some areas, such as street-lighting, overlap. 

Cllr Cook said: “At the moment, some services 
are delivered by KCC and others by the district 
councils - some of these overlap. 

“These layers of duplication in management 
could be stripped out if district councils became 
unitary and delivered all services. 

“At the moment we also have councillors hav¬ 
ing to travel all the way to meetings 30 miles 
away in Maidstone. 

“We have a two-year offset between county 
and district elections, so one set of councillors 
always has an eye on elections; removing this 
would allow more long-term planning. 

“Yes, there would be fewer councillors - an¬ 
other saving - but given that the unitary coun¬ 
cillors would now be making all the decisions, I 
don’t see this as a democratic deficit. 

“This removing of a tier of government could 
be combined with empowering parish and 
town councils to further add to the localising of 
decision-making. ” 

Some district services in east Kent are shared by 
Shepway, Dover, Canterbury and Thanet, prompt¬ 
ing speculation some years ago that there were 
plans of a shift towards a unitary-type system - a 
claim always hotly denied by county chiefs. 

Cllr Cook said: “Kent is big and diverse. West 
Kent is different to east Kent. I’m not saying the 
unitary approach is even viable, but I don’t see 
why we can’t discuss it. 

“If the benefits of moving to 
unitary status could be clearly 
demonstrated, this would be a 
pragmatic and straightforward 
way of devolving decision¬ 
making closer to local people. 

“I have residents contact me 
about roads or schools and

THE unitary authority of Medway was 
formed in 1998, when the City of 
Rochester-upon-Medway amalgamated 
with Gillingham Borough Council and part 
of KCC to form Medway Council. 

It is independent of Kent County Council 
and delivers its own services, including 
education and roads. 

A spokesman said part of the reason it 
became a unitary authority was due to its 
local geography. 

"It is a reasonably large urban and 
self-contained area as it has a population 
of more than 260,000 - one of the largest 
conurbations in the UK that is not a city or 
does not have a city in it."

tact KCC. It would make more sense to have one 
council responsible for everything.” 

He stressed, however, that unitary status 
should not be forced on a district council. 

KCC argues that it represents the interests of 
people over a wide area, making it easier to work 
alongside organisations such as Kent Police and 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service. 

A spokesman said this meant being able to fight 
for large-scale resources, such as national and 
European funding, to service the whole county. 

Last year, the Expansion East Kent scheme 
was launched thanks to funding from the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Regional Growth Fund following 
extensive lobbying by KCC and after drugs giant 
Pfizer’s shock exit from Sandwich. 

KCC had pushed to secure Enterprise Zone 
status to help lessen the economic impact.

Life down on the farm getting a lot 
better thanks to the tourist trade

AMID ever-tightening margins and a 
flood of cheap imports, the bank balance 
of many farmers has taken a severe 
pounding in recent years. 

But it seems they are experiencing an 
essential shot in the arm courtesy of a per¬ 
haps unlikely source - the tourist trade. 

As more and more farmers diversify 
to stay afloat, many are finding the op¬ 
tion of becoming a holiday location is 
providing them with a bumper harvest. 

The equation is simple; provide holi¬ 
day accomodation from self-catering to 
bed and breakfast, and with rates po¬ 
tentially bringing in more than £1,000 
a week for a one-week family stay, it 
quickly adds up to sound business sense. 

In addition, it draws more tourists 
into the county, who, in turn, spend in 
the local economy. 

Litte wonder there are already 30 
Kent venues who have signed up to one 
particular scheme. They include sites in 
Sevenoaks, Tonbridge, Sheppey, Maid¬ 
stone, Dover, Canterbury, Romney 
Marsh and Tonbridge. 

Farm Stay UK is one group which has 
looked to encourage both foreign tour¬ 
ists and Brits to holiday at home and 


make use of what the British country¬ 
side. Unsurprisingly, Kent has swiftly 
found itself among the most in-demand 
locations. 

What’s more, it has capitalised on the 
‘staycation’ trend which has seen many 
families turn their back on expensive 
foreign jaunts, prefering instead to stay 
closer to home. 

The nationwide company, which 
recently celebrated its 30-year anniver¬ 
sary, operates as a travel agent promot¬ 
ing converted farmhouses, woodland 
hideaways and eco-lodges. 

“When we first launched as the Farm 
Holiday Bureau, with the help of Farm¬ 
ers’ Weekly, 30 years ago, we could have 
only dreamed of the organisation becom¬ 
ing what it is today,” said Andy Wood¬ 
ward, Farm Stay UK’s chief executive. 

He estimates since its creation it has 
ploughed some £3.5 billion into the 
UK’s rural economy. 

Speaking during an event at Brenley 
House Farm, at Boughton, near Faver- 
sham, he added: “We started our 30th 
year with 450,000 visits to our website. 

“It’s a wonderful feeling knowing that 
these are potentially 450,000 pairs of 
feet through farm gates, each visitor 
helping to put money back into the ru¬ 
ral economy and in turn helping the 


farming industry to survive. 

“More and more of our members are 
looking ahead to offer unique experienc¬ 
es, putting them in a much better posi¬ 
tion to not simply survive, but flourish.” 

The company now boasts more than 
1,000 members. 

Local food producers, chefs and rep¬ 
resentatives of the Kent tourism trade 
attended the event held by Farm Stay 
UK member Maggie Berry, all keen to 
learn more on how to tap into revenue 
streams which can quite often be the 
difference between survival or financial 
collapse. 

Mrs Berry runs Brenley House Farm, 
a 400-acre farm which grows that very 
Kentish combination of apples, pears 
and hops. 

She said: “For a lot of farms it is now 
an essential part of their farming busi¬ 
ness. Most of the proceeds get ploughed 
back into the farm, but that can vary 
depending on the size of the farm. ” 

Sandra Matthews-Marsh, chief exec¬ 
utive at tourim group Visit Kent, said: 
“Developing and enhancing Kent’s ru¬ 
ral tourism is high on our agenda and 
we are delighted to be working with 
Farm Stay UK.”

FOR years we have been told to take 
extra care with naked flames, to make 
sure cigarette ends are not left smoul¬ 
dering and to be super careful with 
deep fat fryers. 

But while our homes have become 
safer from the dangers of fire, and 
more smoke alarms are ready to alert 
us if there is a problem, there has been 
a rise in a new breed of danger; the 
humble appliance. 

From tumble dryers to dishwashers, 
phone chargers to fridge freezers, it 
would seem a major threat now is from 
those pieces of equipment we never ex¬ 
pected. As a result, the fire service is 
urging us all to take extra care. 

Analysing its figures over the past 
three years, the brigade said the 
number of fires caused by domestic 
equipment has remained steady, but 
is still high. 

It found in 2010, tumble dryers 
were the worst offenders with 12 fires, 
then 19 in 2011 and 17 last year. 

There were 14 dishwasher fires, 
which rose to 16 in 2011 and fell 
slightly to 12 last year. 

An average of one a month is too 
many, the service said. 

There were seven fires starting in 


fridge freezers in 2010, rising to 11 
and then falling again to six in 2012. 

Washer-dryers seemed the safest 
with just two incidents in the past 
three years. 

A spokesman for Kent Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service (KFRS) said: “Electrical fires 
are accountable for about 50 to 60 
per cent of all domestic property fires 
nationally. We are publicising these 
incidents more to raise awareness. 

“Crews will leaflet drop and visit 


homes in an area after a fire to give 
advice, but we always encourage peo¬ 
ple to follow our safety tips through 
various proactive engagement activi¬ 
ties too. 

“We are working with Canterbury 
Christ Church University to research 
the nature and range of these types of 
fires while also liaising closely with 
other fire and rescue services, Kent 
Trading Standards and other safety 
and prevention organisations, to 


gather information and provide con¬ 
sistent advice to the public. 

“Our advice is always that if you 
have any concerns about a particular 
appliance then call the manufacturer 
and/or a qualified electrician. 

“The best protection is to have a 
working smoke alarm so that in the 
event of a fire breaking out, you have 
early warning and can get yourself 
and your family to safety.” 

KFRS head of community safety, 


Stuart Skilton said: “Fires can break 
out in electrical appliances and power 
outlets with very little warning. 

“Make sure you have working smoke 
alarms on every floor of your home 
and never operate dishwashers, tum¬ 
ble dryers or washing machines while 
out of the property or overnight.”

Modernising firefighting 


IT may look more at home as part of the 
Moon landings, but this all-terrain vehicle 
is the latest weapon in the bid to crack¬ 
down on fires in remote woodland areas. 

The eight-wheeled vehicles can get fire 
crews and equipment to woods and moor¬ 
lands impossible for a traditional heavy 
fire engine to reach. 

It forms part of a host of new equipment 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service (KFRS) has 
taken delivery of. 

Other new items include a system 
which uses a hand-held lance that bores 
aggregate to punch a small hole through 
a roof or wall. It then switches to a super 
fine mist that reduces the temperature. 
This means firefighters can get into the 
property more quickly and safely to con¬ 


duct rescues or other firefighting. It uses 
a fraction of the water of a traditional hose 
and so generally would cause less dam¬ 
age and save more of the property. 

KFRS director of operational policy and 
resilience, Steve Demetriou, said: “We 
have so far had a ‘one size fits all’ model 
and used traditional fire engines for every 
type of incident, but technology and fire¬ 
fighting has moved on. 

“It makes sense to take advantage of 
new technology so we can reach and 
tackle certain incidents quicker and, at 
the same time, save money. However we 
will always need traditional fire engines 
and we are investing by buying new mod¬ 
els to replace existing engines that have 
reached the end of their useful life.”

Air ambulance’s blood 
service takes to the sky 
courtesy of race legend

ONE hundred patients a year are to benefit from 
air ambulance crews carrying blood supplies for 
the first time - paid for by a charity set up to 
remember the tragic son of a former Formula 
One champion. 

It means emergency crews will be able to pro¬ 
vide blood transfusions at the scene of incidents 
across the county, potentially saving lives in the 
process. Until now, blood supplies had only been 
carried on air ambulances serving London. 

Now it will be carried on the two aircraft that 
are shared between Kent, Surrey and Sussex. 

And the funding will be handed over by the 
only man to have won world championships on 
both two and four-wheels - John Surtees. 

The racing hero saw his son Henry tragically 
killed during a Formula Two race at Brands 
Hatch in July 2009. He was struck in the face by 
a tyre which had come off a competitor’s car 
following a crash and was killed instantly. 

Following his death, his father, who has offices 
in Edenbridge, set up the Henry Surtees Founda¬ 
tion to raise funds in his memory. 

And on Monday he will hand over a cheque 
for up to £40,000 to fund the blood transfusion 
equipment needed. 

Mr Surtees said: “The foundation was set up 
and one day when in his room, I saw a helicopter 
that he loved and thought we could do some¬ 
thing for that service.” 

The money comes from a series of fundraising 
events including some at Buckmore Park in 
Chatham. 

Mr Surtees added: “Henry would have liked 
what we’ve done. This is something that will

HENRY Surtees had motorsport in his blood 
given his father's remarkable pedigree. 

From the age of eight, he took part in 
his first kart race and swiftly started 
making his way through the ranks. 

Tipped as a future star, he was killed in 
a freak racing accident aged just 18.

■ Assist people with brain or physical 
injuries caused by accident to return to 
community living.

Pugin’s ‘ideal church’ edges closer to salvation 


HERITAGE LOTTERY FUND DONATES CASH FOR REPAIRS

AN HISTORIC church designed by 
19 th century gothic architect Augus¬ 
tus Pugin for himself and his family 
has moved a step closer to raising the 
£1 million needed to secure its future. 

St Augustine in Ramsgate had al¬ 
ready received grants from the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund (HLF) to help its 
plight, but a further £165,000 boost 
from HLF this week has raised hopes 
of reaching the magic million to pay 
for urgent structural repairs. 

It comes as a welcome relief for the 
church, which two years ago faced 
closure despite its historical impor¬ 
tance. 

Pugin, who is hailed as one of the 
greatest British architects, designers 
and writers of the 19th century, lived 
in Ramsgate at The Grange and de¬ 
signed St Augustine as his own 
church. He is best known for his strik¬ 
ing gothic designs for the Palace of 
Westminster, the hall which links the 
Houses of Parliament. 

Father Marcus Holden said Pugin 
called St Augustine his “ideal church”. 

“He wasn’t building it for a patron, 
so he wasn’t restricted and designed it 
how he wanted it,” he said. “He de¬ 
signed the Parliament building while 
he was designing this church. 


“Pugin is buried at St Augustine.” 

Father Holden said he was delighted 
to have reached what he called stage 
three of a long fundraising process. 

Church funds had diminished due 
to a drop in donations caused by the 
recession and a question mark hung 


over its future after the Benedictine 
monks who had occupied the adjacent 
abbey for 150 years relocated to Sur¬ 
rey in 2010. 

“Two years ago the church was in 
danger of becoming derelict, of ceas¬ 
ing to exist,” said Father Holden. “It’s 


been an ongoing campaign; we didn’t 
want to lose our church. 

“Since it started our mass numbers 
have doubled, we have people coming 
here just to learn about the history. 

“The Archbishop of Southwark of¬ 
ficially made the church a shrine and 


a place of pilgrimage so we have been 
welcoming a lot of visitors over the 
past two years. It all helps.” 

Donations, grants and fundraising 
have helped with some of the repairs, 
and this latest grant will assist in a 
number of major works, including fix¬ 
ing stone work and windows. 

St Augustine is one of six cash- 
strapped churches to have had their 
prayers answered this week with 
money awarded by HLF’s Repair 
Grants for Places of Worship scheme. 

The money will pay for urgent 
structural repairs. 

Head of HLF South East, Stuart 
McLeod, said: “Historic places of wor¬ 
ship form prominent and much-loved 
landmarks in our villages, towns and 
cities across the south east. 

“They are unique buildings that 
bring communities together for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons from worship through 
to culture and leisure.” 

English Heritage planning and con¬ 
servation director for the south east, 
Dr Andy Brown, added: “Listed places 
of worship make up an elemental part 
of the historic fabric of England. 

“It is crucial they are cared for and 
repaired. Thanks to the joint work of 
the HLF and English Heritage these 
wonderful buildings, which mean so 
much to so many, will remain part of 
our story for years to come.”

Desperate plea for cash to help 
seriously ill tourist in Thailand

FAMILY and friends of a “lovable, cheeky chap¬ 
py” who suffered a massive heart attack in 
Thailand have launched a fund-raising appeal to 
help pay for life-saving treatment. 

Gareth Harnett, from Ramsgate, was just days 
into a holiday in Phuket with friends when he 
collapsed and needed urgent medical treatment. 

The 2 9-year-old has since come around from 
a coma, but remains in a critical condition on a 
life-support machine. 

His cousin Polly Harnett, who lives in Maid¬ 
stone, said he had become responsive, but still 
needed life-saving treatment. 

However, Mr Harnett travelled without 
holiday-health insurance and the daily bill for 
treatment is £2,320. 

His friend and fellow holidaymaker Patrick 
Dyett used £6,000 of his savings to pay the ini¬ 
tial costs, but Mr Harnett is expected to remain 
in hospital for several weeks and the bills are 
mounting. 

Family and friends have launched a desperate 
appeal for help, setting up a pledge website, 
urging people to donate and help bring him back 
to the UK safe and well. 

Miss Harnett, 28, said: “He’s out of the coma, 
but he’s still on a life-support machine. Patrick 
used his savings to help pay and a pledge-page 
has been set up. His friends collected money at 
Tesco and there is an event at The Dolphin Inn in 
Broadstairs at 3pm this Sunday to raise money. 

“It’s amazing how much support people in 
Thanet have given. People moan about the 
place, but the minute something like this hap¬ 
pens everyone pulls together. 

“It’s difficult being so far away, but the cost of 
flying out there is better spent on paying for his 
treatment. We’re lucky knowing the two friends 
who are with him are the greatest two people to 
have by his side. 

“We’re waiting to hear what the specialists say 
about how long he has to be in hospital - you can’t 
move someone who’s on a life-support machine.” 

The labourer fell ill at the weekend and it was 
first thought he had suffered an asthma attack. 
He had in fact had a massive heart attack. 

He was taken to a state hospital, but his friends 
Mr Dyett and Bobby Alamouti were shocked by 
the conditions. 

“There were stray dogs and cockroaches, so he

Donations have reached more than £7,200, 
but friends and family are hoping to raise £3 5,000 
to pay for treatment for around three weeks. 

“Gareth is a lovable, cheeky chappy who al¬ 
ways has a story to tell,” said Miss Harnett. 

“He is well known in Thanet and very popular.” 
The case has prompted insurers to highlight 
the importance of getting health cover when go¬ 
ing abroad.

Lighting the fuse on renewed push 
to slash number of young smokers

THIRTEEN per cent of Kent’s 15- 
year-olds are smoking regularly - 
prompting a major new push to get 
them to stub out their potentially 
deadly habit. 

Despite millions spent on graphic 
anti-smoking campaigns - and a 
rise in the legal smoking age from 
16 to 18 - schoolchildren in the 
county are still ignoring the risks 
and lighting up. 

And worryingly, a new report by 
Kent County Council claims 5,600 
more young people will start smok¬ 
ing this year alone, putting their 
lives in serious danger and damag¬ 
ing their health. 

The KCC report states smoking 
remains the biggest cause of pre¬ 
mature death. 

It is responsible for more loss of 
life than the rest of the top five kill¬ 
ers combined, which includes obes¬ 
ity and alcohol. 

Yet, it is estimated some 70 per 
cent of smokers want to give up but 
remain hooked. 

In a bid to tackle the problem,

County Hall chiefs are set to launch 
the Tobacco Control Programme. 

By the end of 2 015, the authority 
wants to hit government targets of 
getting the number of 15-year-olds 
smoking down to 12 per cent. 

Director of public health at KCC, 
Meradin Peachey, said: “We have 
helped a lot of adults stop smoking, 
but we were finding young people 
are still starting. The statistics are 
shocking. 

“Where there is smoking in the 
home there is a bigger chance of

“Peers make a big difference, and 
plain packaging will help too. So¬ 
cial media will also help us to make 
smoking unfriendly. 

“We need to look at the ethics of 
the industry if young people are de¬ 
sensitised to the health aspects.” 

Cutting the number of young 
smokers will be done by raising 
awareness and education of tobac¬ 
co issues in schools. 

KCC is also developing youth ad¬ 
vocacy for young people to assume 


control of the tobacco control agen¬ 
da and develop a “youth voice”. 

This will be coordinated with a 
new Tobacco Control Board for 
Kent, which includes representa¬ 
tives from councils, stop smoking 
services, schools and youth servic¬ 
es, Trading Standards, environ¬ 
mental health and police. 

A major element will be to “de- 
normalise” smoking. 

The £655,000 annual cost will 
come from the public health ring- 
fenced budget. 

Figures from a report called 
Smoking, Drinking and Drug Use 
Among Young People in England 
in 2011, from the Information Cen¬ 
tre for Health and Social Care, 
found the percentage of those aged 
15 who smoked regularly in the UK 
dropped from a 19 94 high of 2 6 per 
cent to 11 per cent in 2011. 

Anti-smoking charity Ash says 
children of smoking parents are 
three times more likely to start. 

Another report suggests some 
smoking children go on to alcohol 
and drug abuse and have a higher 
mortality rate.

THE Turner Contemporary begins 2013 with a 
new exhibition from celebrated Italian-German 
visual artist Rosa Barba. 

Central to the exhibition is a new multi¬ 
platform film installation, Subconscious Society, 
which examines the “end of the industrial age in 
favour of an age of technology”. 

Filmed in Manchester and Kent, the new com¬ 
mission is inspired by the history of these places 
in the late 19 th and 
early 20th centuries, 
Manchester as the first 
industrial metropolis 
and Margate and the 
Kent coast catering for 
the related rise of a 
new leisure culture for 
the masses. 

A simultaneous ex¬ 
hibition will take place in Manchester. 

A spokesman for the gallery said: “The work 
depicts a ‘society’ trapped inside a deteriorating 
interior where the characters explore what hap¬ 
pens when objects lose their functions and mean¬ 
ings, whilst being hidden from the crumbling, 
abandoned world outside: rusting boats, collaps¬ 
ing piers and roller-coasters, and deserted build¬ 
ings rising from the sea. ” 

Among the images captured are scenes of the 
Maunsell forts - used to report and attack Ger¬ 
man air-raids during the war but long since left 
abandoned several miles of the coast of Whit- 
stable. They have subsequently become a popu¬ 
lar landmark. 

The artist said: “In my work I don’t observe 
reality. I am reinterpreting it in a certain direc¬ 
tion by making very personal decisions. I don’t 
pose critical questions - I am trying to invent a 
utopia by showing political and social mecha¬ 
nisms set against technical mechanisms which 
are themselves fragile.” 

Barba’s work will be presented alongside a 
number of perspective studies by Turner; they 
will be chosen by the artist. 

Victoria Pomery, director of Turner Contem¬ 
porary, said: “We are very excited to be working 
with Rosa Barba on this new commission. The 
series of little-known, wonderful perspective 
drawings by JMW Turner perfectly complement 
Rosa’s new commission.”

FERRY DEATHS FOREWARNING OF DISASTER 


The first notification that 
something was wrong at sea 
occurred on the afternoon of 
January 31, when BBC radio 
announced the Loss of the 
Stranraer-Larne car ferry MV 
Princess Victoria, with the 
Loss of 133 Lives. 

Forecasters thought the 
high winds that caused the 
tragedy were heading north, 


towards Norway. But instead 
they changed direction and 
came surging down the 
North Sea, wrecking 
teLephone Lines, so few 
warnings were broadcast. 

The Low-Lying Dutch coast 
received the major impact, 
with 1,800 peopLe reported 
kiLLed, whiLe waters aLso 
raged inLand through NorfoLk, 


SuffoLk, Essex and north Kent. 

Sea defences were in poor 
condition as repair work had 
been negLected because of 
the Second WorLd War. 

And once again air-raid 
sirens were heard - bringing 
warning of imminent danger 
to a popuLation just starting 
to recover from wartime 
deprivation.

Survivors recall the ‘hideous 
death’ that swept all before it 


During the night of January 31,1953, weather conditions conspired to 
deliver a flood that devasted Kent and would change the lives of many

IT WAS exactly 60 years ago this week that a 
natural disaster occurred that cost the lives of 
hundreds, caused damage equating to billions of 
pounds today and reminded everyone of the 
terrible power of the sea. 

The floods of 1953 live on in the memory of 
all of those who were there, who saw huge 
swathes of the north Kent coast submerged by 
what was described as a ‘perfect storm’ of sea 
and air conditions. 

On the night of Saturday, January 31, a major 
storm surge, high tides and hurricane-force 
winds resulted in raging waters from the North 
Sea pummelling through inadequate sea defenc¬ 
es along the east coast of Britain, washing away 
homes, roads and railways and causing the 
deaths of 307 people. In all, 24,000 properties 
were mined and more than 32,000 people were 
evacuated. Damage in monetary terms is esti¬ 
mated at more than £5 billion in today’s values. 

East Anglia saw the worst of the destruction, 
but Kent did not escape. Large swathes of the 
coastline from Erith to Whitstable were flooded. 

Remarkably, it is believed that just one Kent 
resident perished - a sluice-keeper from Belvedere 
whose body was never properly identified. 

However, it changed the lives of many Kent 
people forever. Streets were under water, rail¬ 
way tracks wrecked, roads and farmland mined 
and houses submerged. 

Bronwen Sadler is secretary of the Kent His¬ 
tory Federation and lectures on the disaster, 
having experienced it first-hand. 

She was just 10 years old and living on Can- 
vey Island, Essex, where 58 people lost their 
lives, when the waves hit on that fateful night. 

She said: “As the sea burst through, people 
were drowned in their beds, trying to save oth¬ 
ers, or died from exposure and sodden clothing. 

“One couple pushed their baby in its cot 
through a window into the water and it was 
found floating, like Moses. That child lived, but 
the parents didn’t - they drowned and were 
found in each other’s arms.” 

Just after midnight, waves smashed into the 
oil refinery on the Isle of Grain and a surge swept 
inland up the River Medway, which soon be¬ 
came awash with the bloated corpses of drowned 
cattle and sheep. 

As the Joseph Wells fireworks factory went 
under water, huge explosions caused windows 
to be blasted out in nearby Dartford. Meanwhile

at Ridham Docks, near Sittingbourne, cranes 
toppled and locomotives were buried under tor¬ 
rents of mud as ships foundered. 

Colin Ash was 11 and living in West Minster, 
Sheppey, when the disaster hit. 

He said: “We had no prior warning. Around 
midnight I remember my mum coming into my 
room as she’d heard all the ships in Sheerness 
dockyard sounding their sirens. The old air-raid 
siren was going off as well. 

“The owner of the general stores and post of¬ 
fice, a Mr Burnett, was out in his waders ringing 
a big bell up and down the road.” 

The following morning Mr Ash surveyed the 
damage caused by the waters that had come 
tumbling over the seawall. 

“There was mud and water lying everywhere 
and lots of the houses had broken windows. 
There were no buses or trains as the rush of the 
waves had washed away the line, leaving it 
hanging between two and five feet in the air.” 

The disaster led to a vast improvement in sea 
defences and warning systems put into place. 
They are constantly under review to this day. 

And, as Mrs Sadler remembers, everyone took 
part in the clean-up. 

“Sixty years ago, people faced this with a stoi¬ 
cism foreign to today’s society,” she said. “The 
generations that had come through two world 
wars were amazingly calm and courageous in the 
face of a hideous death in total darkness.”

Graffiti sprayed on castle

POLICE are hunting yobs who sprayed graffiti on 
the walls of the 13 th century Tonbridge Castle. 

The letters THC and THF were clearly visible 
on a rubbish bin, a glass window of the Chamber 
Room and some information points. 

The West Tower wall, by the castle gate, and 
the Curtain Stone wall next to the gate were also 
targeted with illegible marks. 

In all cases, yellow paint had been used and 
officers have found a spray can nearby which is 
being examined for evidence. 

PC Alex Campbell from Kent Police said: “Un¬ 
fortunately, reports of vandalism in the area are 


quite common but usually the only items dam¬ 
aged are the bins and chairs in the area. 

“On this occasion some of the castle walls have 
actually been sprayed. We are appealing for any¬ 
one who knows who may have been responsible 
to contact police. We also want members of the 
public to be on the lookout for suspicious activity 
in the area in future.” 

Tonbridge Castle, which is popular with visi¬ 
tors, dates back to 12 73. 

The borough council, which runs the site, 
quickly drafted in a company to remove the 
paint using specialist equipment.

Police defend dispersal zones amid claims bad 
behaviour is moved along instead of eradicated

THE county’s police force has defend¬ 
ed the use of dispersal zones to control 
troublemakers after critics slammed 
the practice, calling it a “crude, indis¬ 
criminate tool”. 

The zones are increasingly being 
deployed by police and local authori¬ 
ties in a bid to crack down on known 
anti-social behaviour hot-spots. 

The dispersal zone allows officers to 
move groups of troublemakers on for 
24 hours. 

Most recently, it was used in Dart- 
ford to ease tension after months of 
anti-social behaviour by nuisance 
youths. 

But civil liberties campaign group 
Big Brother Watch said it failed to ac¬ 
tually deal with causes of crime or 
punish those responsible. 

Studies have shown that, instead, 
the streets surrounding the zones bear 
the brunt as the yobs are moved on. 

But Kent Police said it backed the 
system 100 per cent. 

Last summer, one was used in the 
Twydall Green area of Rainham be¬ 
tween June 1 and August 31. 


The order gave council enforcement 
officers the power to disperse groups 
of two or more people and tell those 
who did not live in the area to leave 
and not return for up to 24 hours. 

Those who breach a dispersal order 
can be arrested and handed a fine of 
up to £2,500 or sentenced to three 
months in custody. 

A Kent Police spokesman said: “In 
this time, there was a drop in calls re¬ 
porting anti-social behaviour.” 

In Dartford, the order runs from the 


end of January until the end of April in 
the Temple Hill area. Police say it is 
needed following an increase in bad 
behaviour sparking over 80 calls in 
just three months and a rise in theft 
and shoplifting. 

Detective Inspector Paul Cooke 
from the community safety unit said: 
“This order allows us to deal effective¬ 
ly with this problem. We use these 
measures when there have been large 
numbers of problems reported and 
they have a good success rate in help¬ 


ing to tackle local issues. 

“This dispersal area is just one tool 
that will help to ensure offenders and 
law abiding residents know this type 
of behaviour will not be tolerated. ” 
Dartford Borough Council leader 
Jeremy Kite added: “These orders have 
proved to be a common-sense and ef¬ 
fective way of dealing with the prob¬ 
lem when used elsewhere.” 

A study by the Joseph Rowntree 
Foundation examined in detail the ef¬ 
fects of dispersal orders. It found evi¬ 


dence of a “considerable displacement 
effect” of trouble to other areas. 

A Kent Police spokesman was una¬ 
ble to comment on whether crime has 
risen in neighbouring streets of dis¬ 
persal zones, saying: “Something like 
that is extremely hard to quantify and 
we wouldn’t assign blame to a rise, or 
fall, in crime.” 

Deputy director of Big Brother 
Watch, Emma Carr, called dispersal 
orders a “crude, indiscriminate tool”. 

“It fails to deal with the causes of 
crime or punish those responsible for 
anti-social behaviour,” she said. “Like 
so many politically-inspired schemes, 
they undermine police discretion and 
at best push disorder onto a different 
nearby area. 

“The fundamental issue is that 
those responsible for crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour seem to avoid pun¬ 
ishment, so new and more bizarre 
measures are introduced to appease 
rightly angry residents. 

“Criminalising every young person 
in these areas, simply for visiting a 
certain part of a town, is an unwar¬ 
ranted and disproportionate intrusion 
onto the civil liberties of thousands of 
law abiding young people.”

Crime scene investigation hasn’t always 


The shocking acts of Jack the Ripper and the brilliance of fictional sleuth Sherlock Holmes have 
long encouraged our fascination with crime-fighting of days gone by, and now TV's Ripper Street is 
the latest offering to tap into our 21st-century fascination with 19th-century crime. But what was 
it really like to police Victorian society? Nick Ames dons deerstalker and trenchcoat to investigate. 


STEPPING into the Kent Police Museum at 
Chatham Historic Dockyard, the visitor is trans¬ 
ported to a different time, coming face to face 
with clues that help unravel our county’s crime¬ 
fighting past. 

As well as accounts of crime and punishment 
it has a collection of early photographs from 
when the county force was established in 18 5 7. 

All officers had to be at least 5ft 9in tall, be able 
to read and write and aged below 40. 

Mostly drawn from the farm-labouring class¬ 
es, the first Kent policemen were issued with a 
uniform costing £4 16s (shillings) 2d (pence), 
handcuffs costing 4s and a lantern and trun¬ 
cheon valued at 5s each. 

On April 1, 1857, ex-Army man Captain John 
Hay Ruxton took charge of the new county force: 
222 officers were to police 334,115 people from 
the headquarters at Wrens Cross in Maidstone. 

“The county force was responsible for policing 
areas which did not have an existing town or 
borough force,” said curator Anna Derham. 

“Officers carried an object called a tipstaff, 
which was a symbol of their authority. It was a

tube which could be unscrewed so a Bill of War¬ 
rant, which demonstrated the officer’s authority, 
could be shown. This may be the origins of the 
term Old Bill.” 

Officers patrolled on foot and were later issued 
with a truncheon, used for defensive purposes. A

A letter in the museum from an inmate of 
Canterbury Prison called H Mason reveals 
the awful conditions faced by prisoners: 

1 endured 10years of absolute Barbarism, at 
Chatham. There I underwent300 days Bread 
St Water. 1year I wasfate in irons riveted to 
my leys. Twice lum sentenced by the Viredor 
John Wakefbrdto Twenty -Eight days Bread 
St Water. 

Once the same man sentenced me to 36 ladies 
for swearing at the Governor. 

Two years 1 lay sick - And for aJbout 7years I 
slaved with spade, pick St barrow, and all for 
what? 

Stealing two watches. I did every minute of the 
ten years, St l woe discharged in the depth of a. 
bitter cdd winter from a sick bed with ten 
shillings to commence the world with. The men 
used to run St put their legs on the railway line 
for the Engine to pass over St cut them off. 

Chopping off arms and maiming, suicides and 
Brutal assaults were daily occurrences. St this was 
the state of things nearly to the end of my term.

rattle and later a whistle were their methods of 
attracting attention or calling for help. 

And in 1890 the force bought 20 bicycles at 
£8 each - the equivalent of about 
£500 today. 

Ms Derham said: “The job of a 
policeman was not well paid, 


| but it was re¬ 
spectable - and 
that counted for 
a lot. The class 
structure of the 
time meant that was very important.” 

Vagrancy, sheep-rustling and rural crimes 
were the main offences Kent officers were called 
on to deal with, although garrison towns such 
as Dover, Chatham and Gillingham saw huge 
numbers of prostitutes. 

“Sometimes the police would just wait at the 
station and as the women got off put them on the 
train back to London,” said Ms Derham. 

The Victorian era also saw the beginning of 


the art of detection - a vital part of BBC One 
drama Ripper Street, which stars Matthew 
Macfadyen as Detective Inspector Edmund Reid 
investigating crimes in the East End of London in 
the aftermath of the unsolved Ripper murders. 

“It really was early days,” said Ms Derham. 
“Fingerprints were known about but not used as 
a crime-fighting tool. It was possible to discover 
whether blood was human or ani¬ 
mal - but that was it - and bro¬ 
ken glass would show from 
which direction a window 
was smashed. 

“The time may have 
seen the birth of foren¬ 
sics, but officers investi¬ 
gating the death of 
Mary Jane Kelly, the last 
Ripper victim [according to 
official records] were photo¬ 
graphing her eyes in the belief that reflected in 
them was an image of her killer. So it wasn’t all 
scientific reasoning.” 

Most crimes dealt with were of the petty vari¬ 
ety, but sentences were harsh and officers some¬ 
times unpopular for enforcing laws that were 
seen to protect the rich at the expense of the 
working class. 

Israel May was the first Kent policeman to be 
killed in the execution of his duty. 

Described as a “civil, quiet and most temperate 
officer”, he looked after the villages of Snodland 
and Burham but was battered to death with 
his own truncheon by a man named Thomas 
Atkins, whom he had tried to waken from a 
drunken stupor. Atkins served 20 years in prison 


for manslaughter, which is perhaps surprising 
for a century that saw 46 people hanged at 
Maidstone Prison. 

The museum, which reopens in the spring, 
contains records of offences both serious and 
trivial. For a selection, see the box on the left. 

Ms Derham said: “We all like to hold 
our hands up in horror at wickedness, and 
the Victorian period is one of the first where 
crime was detailed - and also sensationalised 
by newspapers. Maybe that is one of the reasons 
the subject still has such a fascination for so 
many people.”

Tories snipe at one another 
amid fear of grassroot revolt

THE leader of Kent County Council 
has added his name to a letter sent to 
Prime Minister David Cameron de¬ 
manding his Government stops at¬ 
tacking local authorities. 

Conservative Paul Carter joined 
other signatories on the letter oppos¬ 
ing the near constant barrage of 
moans from Whitehall. And he 
warns if it continues, the Tories could 
see grassroots support eroded. 

With local elections due this May, 
it is something many elected figures 
will be desperate to avoid. 

The letter speaks about the “na¬ 
ture and tone of constant criticisms” 
aimed at the councils, battling to cope 
with repeated cuts to their grants. 

Now several counties, including 
Kent, Derbyshire, Warwickshire, Es¬ 
sex, Buckinghamshire, Wiltshire and 
Durham county councils, all Tory- 
led, are hitting back. In all, 31 senior 
councillors, mostly council leaders, 
signed the document. 

The letter wants a halt to what it 
calls “patronising language” attack¬ 
ing those “who work extraordinarily

long hours for our communities”. 

The four-page document was 
leaked this week to the Daily Tele¬ 
graph newspaper. Part of it reads: “It 
is important that you understand 
how disappointed and even angry lo¬ 
cal activists are and how many might 
not be there when we need them as 
electoral foot soldiers.” 

Eric Pickles, the local government 
secretary, and Grant Shapps, the 
Conservative chairman, have re¬ 
cently been critical, particularly with 
authorities which plan to go against 
ministers and increase council tax. 

The letter reads: “We believe it is 
essential to bring to your attention 
our concerns regarding some policy 
affecting local government, the rhet¬ 
oric that accompanies it and the ef¬ 


fect it is having on our people. 

“Importantly, it is not only the 
substance of such policy but also the 
nature and tone of constant criti¬ 
cisms of their work by Conservative 
ministers that is most worrying.” 

It suggests “genuine feedback” is 
appreciated, but not when it becomes 
“ill-informed and anecdote-based 
general criticism and sometimes 
highly inaccurate personal attacks”. 

Cllr Carter said he regretted the let¬ 
ter was leaked and would have pre¬ 
ferred it to have gone directly to Mr 
Pickles, adding: “We wanted to ex¬ 
press concern about the attacks made 
by some of our friends in Whitehall.” 

He called the criticisms “friendly 
fire” and demanded they stop, point¬ 
ing out the annual budget cuts of 
some 3 0 per cent mean the Kent tank 
is now running on “vapours”. 

Cllr Carter added: “We are all on 
the same side. We have taken more 
than our fair share of funding cuts. 

“We are not moaning, but we feel 
we have done that in very creative 
ways to maintain good frontline 
services in the face of rising demand 
and prices. We should be given credit 
for responding this way. ”

We must make Dilnot happen 


Graham Gibbens explains what action is being taken to reduce the 
stress people face when paying for adult social care in their old age 


DESPITE saving and planning 
throughout their lives, too 
many people are being robbed 
of the chance to pass something 
on to their loved ones by an 
outdated system that triggers 
catastrophic bills for care. 

At the very point when they 
become more physically vul¬ 
nerable than ever, they also be¬ 
come financially vulnerable - 
forced to lose their indepen¬ 
dence and sell their homes. 

This flawed system leaves 
families in fear and misery and 
has been allowed to linger too 
long. At KCC, we are deter¬ 
mined that it should change for 
the benefit of all who want 
something to leave behind. 

That determination has led 
KCC to join forces with the 
leaders of Hampshire and Buck¬ 
inghamshire county councils 
and call on the government to 
take action now over the future 
of funding for adult social care. 

Together, we believe that

Dilnot’s proposed solution as 
soon as possible, rather than 
see it left on some dusty shelf in 
the Chancellor’s cupboard. 

Hand in hand with this ap¬ 
proach, we are driving forward 
changes to the way health and 
social care work together in 
Kent - helping people to stay 
living at home with the best 
possible support. 

It has been a frustrating 18 
months since the Dilnot Com¬ 
mission report was published 
in 2011. 

A lack of action by central 
government has left us without 
the report’s recommended 
£35,000 cap on contributions 
to care costs. The time has 
come to ensure we put that cap 
in place by 2015. 

In Kent, we have launched a 


Downing Street petition to 
spearhead a campaign and 
make this cap a reality. And we 
are also calling for other 
local authorities to help provide 
the 100,000 signatures that 
are needed to trigger a parlia¬ 
mentary debate. 

Right across the country, lo¬ 
cal government is trying to 
cope with ever-increasing calls 
on a social care system that 
was never designed to cope 
with the level of demand we 
are now experiencing. And if 
the predictions are even half¬ 
way accurate, it’s going to get 
even tougher. 

The system is quite simply no 
longer up to the job. Age UK 
has said it is “not fit for pur¬ 
pose”. This crisis needs a solu¬ 
tion before it overwhelms eve¬ 
rything else local government 
is trying to do. 

Dilnot’s proposal is a vital 
part of this solution and its au¬ 
thor said - almost six months 
ago now - that reform is urgent

and people “continue to face 
fear and uncertainty”. 

On top of this, providing a 
cap on contributions would 
enable the insurance industry 
to play a part in helping people 
prepare for the costs they might 
face in future. 

I absolutely believe that do¬ 
ing this is affordable if the gov¬ 
ernment is prepared to repriori¬ 
tise its expenditure. 

It is vital that the coalition 
government steps up to the 
plate on this. We just don’t 
have the time to sit around 
talking about this for another 
five years. 

A solution has been proposed 
and is ready to be turned into 
reality. It’s now the time for us 
all to come together to make it 
happen.

Orchestra celebrates

FIFTY years ago this summer, 
Kent County Youth Orchestra 
played for the first time to the 
public in what was its inaugu¬ 
ral concert. 

Decades later and the ac¬ 
claimed orchestra is still per¬ 
forming to music-lovers and 
giving talented youngsters the 
chance to showcase their 
skills. 

Made up of musicians aged 
13-21, the orchestra run by 
Kent Music boasts 100 players 
and is celebrated both at home 
and abroad.

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THE INTERVIEW , 


Richard Phillips 



A FTER news that Thackeray’s had 
regained its Michelin-star rating 
in the 2013 shake-up of the 
UK culinary bible, it was pretty 
obvious that chef patron Richard 
Phillips was in for a busy year. 

The Tunbridge Wells restaurant took back 
its star after a seven-year gap, making it one of 
only four in Kent currently boasting the award. 

With three other premises in the county - 
The Windmill at Hollingbourne, The Hengist at 
Maidstone and The Pearson’s Arms in 
Whitstable - celebrity chef Phillips certainly has 
a busy schedule, lengthened by two TV shows 
and a book. 

The former Rainham Howard School pupil 
said: “It never stops. That’s just the industry. 
I’ve been in it for 25 years and that’s a long 
time. I want to be sure that I wake up in the 
morning and want to go to work, and what 
makes me want to go in is the need to develop 
something different or to make customers 
happy. That’s very important to me.” 

The Hollingbourne resident, who learnt his 
trade under the likes of Marco Pierre White at 
The Criterion restaurant as well as the Roux 
brothers at the famous Le Gavaroche, hasn’t 
ruled out the idea of becoming Kent’s first 
two-Michelin-star venue either. 

“Never say never. I will always be striving for 
more - never sit back and be comfortable with 
what you have. I think it’s important to keep 
pushing forward with the restaurants. I always 
want to offer the customers something different. 

“To keep them coming back, to keep them 
excited. I want them to visit again and say ‘Oh, 
that’s different and that’s new’. Realising it is 
moving forward and I don’t believe that it just 
comes down to food. It’s the wine list, the 
training, where people are positioned, different 
cheeses you might be serving, out there 
sourcing different ingredients. 

“I have never been one to cook for guide 
books. I cook for my customers. If you have a 
busy restaurant you’re doing something right. 
So could we get two stars? I think we could. 
There are talented individuals around me, so 
one day, who knows? 

“Right now it’s hats off to the team at 
Thackeray’s for their hard work, passion and 
drive in getting the star back. And I will let 
them enjoy that for the time being. 

“But at the same time they have got to be on 
their A game - they have to deliver because the 
expectations rise somewhat when you get that 
star. It can be taken away as easily as it can 
come and that is a horrible feeling. ” 

Phillips has come a long way since his days 


studying catering at Thanet College - a place he 
now works with to help young chefs - as he 
enters 2013 with a new TV show and a prime¬ 
time slot on BBC One just weeks away. 

Put Your Money Where Your Mouth Is will 
see two celebrity chefs compete to make the 
most profit from their day’s work, but there are 
a few twists to make things interesting. 

“The two celebrity chefs meet in the morning 
and get a challenge. You have to go into a 
kitchen you have never worked in before, take 
it over and are given a budget of what you can 
spend on produce. You’re told the amount of 
covers you’re going to be feeding and then you 
get into the kitchen and meet your team.” 

The chefs both create an anonymous menu 
including a starter, main course and dessert, 
and diners choose which dishes they want. 

“At the end of it, the winner is whoever has 
sold the most dishes and made the most profit. 
So if you have bought sensibly and sold at a 


price that makes a good profit, you win the day. 

“It’s a good show and gives viewers a look 
behind the scenes at what chefs do. Buying, 
haggling over food and creating menus.” 

And the rivalry to be the king of the kitchen 
means there is often no love lost between 
Phillips and some of his new team-members. 

“There are some hairy moments”, he said, 
laughing. “You’re up against time restrai n ts 
and given chefs you’ve never worked with 
before, so you don’t know their capabilities. 

“And if they muck something up, you have to 
buy it again - costing more money. 

“I can’t tell you too much yet, but let’s say 
that there are some very talented chefs on the 
show and I had to have my wits about me.” 

Phillips will also take part in a Channel Four 
show later this year and finally release his long- 
awaited recipe book. 

“It’s been a long time in the making. It’s got 
recipes, secrets and tips from all my years of 


cooking. Hopefully, people can take my ideas 
and tips and turn them into a great dinner 
party, or there’s just good home-cooking, which 
you can execute well and within a budget.” 

Phillips is known for his championing of his 
home county and its products, being a member 
of the board at Produced in Kent and patron for 
the Kent Young Chef competition. 

He believes the county is showing the signs of 
breaking free from the economic downturn and 
may well look to expand his businesses. 

“No matter what field you’re in, if you’re 
doing something well and that is value for 
money with people getting quality products, 
then they still go out and spend their money. 

“Opportunities where I can expand my 
business? If the quality is something that I want 
to associate my name with, in a great location 
in Kent, and it’s not going to be to the detriment 
of any of my current business, then absolutely. 

“I’m sure there’s something on the horizon.”

A sparkling new star takes 
its place in culinary galaxy 


W hitstable. The town that we 
are told has redefined the per¬ 
ception of the north Kent 
coast. Not the likes of Sitting- 
bourne or Gillingham maybe, 
which you fear might never 
find a place in people’s hearts, but certainly the 
string of resorts that have experienced, at best, 
varying fortunes in recent decades. 

Along with the natty little shops selling any¬ 
thing from handmade jewellery to bespoke flow¬ 
er arrangements, food is of course a big part of 
the ‘New Whitstable’ experience. 

Accordingly, the town’s restaurant offer has 
exploded. There is a fantastic choice of venue 
and, while seafood is (rightly) the dominant 
force, there is a rich assemblage of styles. 

Despite some reservations about the whole 
transformation process, essentially, I think, it is 
a good thing. With a greedy glance up the road 
to the capital, the prices at some places are too 
high, but at least local people have the chance to 
eat at a greater range of good restaurants, even if 
they have to save the pennies for a while. 

All of which begs the question: what of the 
humble curry house? Where does that prosaic 
yet glorious institution fit among the hustle and 
bustle of the more highfalutin establishments? 
Happily, the Indian restaurant is alive and

well in Whitstable - thriving indeed, if the im¬ 
pressive number of them is anything to go by. 

One of them, Krishna, has developed an envi¬ 
able reputation beyond the town boundaries, 
while others of course have their champions, but 
a relative newcomer, the Star of Bengal, has 
raised pulses and elicited a sparkling shower of 
praise on the internet. 

And so the Star of Bengal it was. A late night 
in the office and the need for a spirit-lifting meal 
turned a wistful longing into a necessity. 

The Oxford Street location is perfect in ensur¬ 


ing a healthy passing trade, even if the building 
itself is underwhelming, an impression exacer¬ 
bated by the fact that the restaurant itself was 
cold. Sure, the waiter turned on the radiator by 
my table, but I took a long time to warm up. 

A restaurant, like a pub, should always be 
warm and inviting, not least when snow is lying 
on the ground outside and temperatures are 
hovering around zero. 

Otherwise, the Star of Bengal was a treat. 
Friendly staff and excellent food... a simple recipe 
that marked it as a place that will hold its own in 
this culinary cornucopia of a town. 

From the spiced papadoms to the starter bas¬ 
ket of lamb and chicken tikka and onion bhajis 
(for two people but, like I said, I was hungry) to 
the main - I chose the North Indian Special, a 
medium-hot chicken dish spiced to perfection - 
to the sides of saag aloo and mushroom bhaji, 
there was the hallmark of quality. 

The vegetables were crisp and fresh and the 
meat tender, while the texture and flavour of the 
sauces betrayed the presence of excellence in the 
kitchen. Whitstable has a new star.

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Drawbridge gets 
a welcome lift 

THE oldest working drawbridge in Britain, at 
Hever Castle, has had a 2013 facelift 

A static support structure in the castle moat 
has been replaced more than 100 years after its 
first incarnation. 

The famous drawbridge was installed by 
American multi-millionaire William Waldorf 
Astor just 
three years 
after he 
bought the 
castle in 
1903. 

The 

medieval 
defensive 

castle, which was the childhood home of Anne 
Boleyn, was built in 1270, with the original 
drawbridge and moat forming a barrier to entry 
when raised. 

The drawbridge had been replaced by a stone 
bridge in the early 18th century, when the castle 
was owned by the Waldergrave family, but was 
restored to the orginal style once William Astor 
took charge of the site. 

Work was carried out by oak construction 
company Scott Partnership, which restored the 
lifting part of the wooden drawbridge six years 
ago. The project involved partially draining the 
inner moat. 

Hever Castle welcomes some 250,000 
visitors a year, many of whom cross the 
drawbridge to enter the castle.

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Issues may have changed but The Selecter 
are still keen to get their message across

IT’S been two years since The Selecter reunited 
to celebrate the 30th anniversary of their best¬ 
selling debut album Too Much Pressure. 

And now, with a new album on the horizon, 
the 2 Tone group are returning to Kent. 

They were one of a number of ska and 2 Tone 
bands to come out of the Midlands in the late 
70s; others were The Beat and The Specials, and 
they found a willing audience in Kent. 

The popularity of their music in these parts 
has helped create events such as Folkestone’s 
Skabour festival as well as ensure venues to 
countless tours. 

Singer Pauline Black is no stranger to the 
seaside locations of the county. 

“Margate has always had a good crowd. 

In Margate it’s always been good and in 
Folkestone as well. I originally came from 
Essex, so I had been to Kent many times 
before [joining the band].” 

The group came to Margate’s Winter 
Gardens last year alongside The Beat and 
Neville Staple from The Specials, but this 
time at Whitstable’s East Quay things will be 
different. 

“This is our own headline tour,” said Black 
- but it will be far from just a greatest-hits 
show. “We’re promoting our second album 
since reforming, called String Theory.” 


“There will be some new material, yes, but it’s 
impossible for a band like us to go out on stage 
and not do hits like On My Radio and Too Much 
Pressure. We don’t see the point in being back 
together again as an eight-piece without inject¬ 
ing what we feel about today’s great happenings 
in the world. 

“We have been back together since 2012 and 
I have to say this is the most enjoyable config¬ 
uration of the band that I have ever been in. 

Since the 2010 comeback, the band have 
toured the UK, Europe and Australia, rebuilding 
their fanbase and picking up new fans as they 
look to recapture their musical form while also 
commenting on the political issues of the time. 


“If you look around these days, the truth of 
what ails society again, to some extent, are the 
same things we were talking about even back 
then 30 years ago,” said Black, who moved to 
Coventry aged 18 to study at university and 
stayed in the Midlands. 

“In those days I used to perform in folk clubs 
because that was the only place you could get to 
sing and play the guitar at the same time. 

“People I knew suggested it would be good to 
go and meet these guys who were setting up a 
band called The Selecter. And that was that.” 

The group, whose name is based on the Jamai¬ 
can word for disc-jockey, had two Top 10 singles 
as well as a Top 10 album during their first stint 
and have gathered a cult following. 

“People listen to pop and to rock and occasion¬ 
ally if they want a good time people listen to ska 
music. I think it was Mojo magazine who said 
‘The Selecter made dancing the only way to 
walk’ and I thought that was a lovely quote 
and absolutely true. 

“It’s not like we stand there going on 
about this and that all the time. The music 
tickles the brain cells as well as the feet. ”

From bathroom bling to jam, 
Kentish firms are at cutting 
edge of global export trade 


Cut VAT, says Balls 
on visit to county 

SHADOW Chancellor Ed Balls has called 
for an immediate cut in the rate of VAT to 
boost the economy. 

During a visit to Dover on Thursday, 
he also called for 
VAT on refurbishing 
buildings to be 
slashed to the 
European legal 
minimum of five 
per cent. 

“There are two 
things that the 
Government could 
do to boost the economy and they could 
do them on Monday," said Mr Balls. 

"They should cut back VAT from 20 per 
cent to where it was two years ago at 17.5 
per cent to provide a boost for consumer 
spending. Also they should cut VAT on 
maintenance work on homes, roof repairs 
and general refurbishment. 

"This can be cut to just five per cent 
and such a move would benefit the 
small and medium-sized businesses that 
are in construction but not getting major 
contracts. What this country needs is 
some leadership. 

"Kent has no Labour MPs - that is bad 
news for Labour, but it's also bad news for 
Kent."

KENT’S companies are at the forefront of the 
drive to get British products into lucrative for¬ 
eign markets. 

And alongside the manufactured goods and 
quality foods that are in constant worldwide de¬ 
mand, the county’s businesses are forging ahead 
with pioneering deals to emerging markets. 

Gold-plated ‘bling’ bathroom accessories to 
Moscow, perfume to Iran and jam to Bahrain are 
just some of the more unusual exports from local 
companies. 

Other booming markets include construction 
companies doing business with Dubai and 
Qatar, fashions for China and its burgeoning 
middle class... and fast food for Turkey. 

Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce is respon¬ 
sible for the export documentation of goods 
leaving the county for the global market and 
represents thousands of exporters. 

Working alongside the Government’s UK 
Trade and Investment (UKTI) body, it is respon¬ 
sible for companies understanding the relevant 
tax duties and import regulations in force in 
overseas markets. 

Business development manager Tudor Price 
said: “Countries require export documentation 
on many products and we are there to ensure 
that is all taken care of. 

“It is of great benefit to Kent’s economy that 
our firms do business overseas, and geographi¬ 
cally, with the links we have to Europe, the 
county is ideally placed for the export market.”

The range of products leaving Kent’s shores is 
wide, with companies eagerly analysing busi¬ 
ness trends and growing markets to see how 
they can supply growing demand. For instance 
one firm has set up business flights to Moscow in 
cooperation with easyjet as the Russian econo¬ 
my becomes a source of greater opportunity. 

Price said: “It is very interesting when you 
look at where business is being done and what 
the demand for products is. 

“Dubai has always been a market for the con¬ 
struction business and it has now been joined by 
Qatar, as it is set to host the World Cup in 2022. 

“For some reason, jam is incredibly popular 
in Bahrain, and Iran is an important market for 
fragrances and perfumes. Turkey is undergoing 
an increase in demand for fast food, so that’s 


another area we have been active in. Bling is 
also very important to Russia. The top hotels 
cannot get enough of gold taps and bathroom 
fittings. 

UKTI’s activities to promote trade include in¬ 
suring UK exporters against non-payment by 
their overseas buyers as well as helping overseas 
buyers to purchase goods and services from UK 
exporters by guaranteeing bank loans to finance 
purchases. 

It also shares credit risks with banks to assist 
exporters in the raising of tender and contract 
bonds, in accessing pre- and post-shipment 
working capital finance and in securing confir¬ 
mations of letters of credit; in addition, it can 
insure UK investors in overseas markets against 
political risks. 

The South East has the largest total export 
value of all the English regions at £43.billion for 
the year ending September 2012 and accounts 
for 20 per cent of total exports from England. 

The EU still accounts for the majority of UK 
exports, with the US also a big player. 

But new economic powerhouses such as 
China, India, Russia and Brazil are growing in 
worldwide importance. 

UKTI’s regional director for the South East, 
Lewis Scott, said a national campaign was under 
way to get another 100,000 businesses export¬ 
ing by 2020, and the agency hoped to help more 
than 1,000 new companies export from the re¬ 
gion each year.

A TENTERDEN couple have saved one 
of London’s most historic music stores 
- with the help of Pink Floyd star Nick 
Mason. 

The drummer stepped in with a 
financial investment when Foote’s 
faced closure due to increased rent 
and the retirement of its owner. 

Manager Rob Wilson and his wife 
Stella wanted to buy it but could not 
obtain the necessary finance from 
their bank. 

So they approached friends and old 
customers of the store for investment 
and were delighted when Mason, who 
bought his first drum kit there in 
1958, stepped forward to help. 

The rock legend, who played on 
classic albums such as Dark Side Of 
The Moon, Wish You Were Here and 
The Wall, said: “My reason for want¬ 
ing to retain a drum shop is simply 
that it’s more than an opportunity to 
buy an instrument. There’s an oppor¬ 
tunity to catch up with any new ideas 
from the manufacturers, new sounds 


that you can’t appreciate online and, 
of course, to talk drums and equip¬ 
ment with an expert. 

“There are a surprising amount of 
new ideas constantly being developed 
for what must be the world’s oldest 
instrument.” 

Rob Wilson said: “At the 11th hour, 
our business loan was turned down 
by our bank - it was a major blow to 
our plans. Without Nick Mason and 


our collective of generous investors, 
Foote’s would be no more.” 

Chas E Foote was founded in Horn¬ 
sey Road in 1920 by Charles Ernest 
Foote. It relocated to Soho in the 
1930s and was bought by the Della- 
Porta family - the founders of Premier 
Percussion - going on to sell instru¬ 
ments to top musicians for the next 80 
years. Its new premises are in Store 
Street, off Tottenham Court Road. 


Sidcup financial company McBrides 
worked with the directors to complete 
an application to HM Revenue & 
Customs (HMRC) on a Government 
scheme that gives investors 50 per 
cent tax relief if they have a stake of 
less than 30 per cent in any 
company. Without such investment, 
Footesmusic Ltd - the new company 
- would not have been able to become 
operational.

The students researched dementia 
to gain an understanding of the illness, 
enabling them to create a product that has 
beneficial results for the patients.

“The students have done a great job at 
turning the idea of an apron into something 
that can be physically and mentally 
stimulating for someone who suffers from 
dementia.”

Major maths scheme is making 
adult numeracy skills add up 


A NATIONAL initiative has 
been launched in a bid to boost 
adults' maths skills across the 
South East. 

It comes after shocking 
statistics discovered more than 
two in every five adults in the 
region - some 44 per cent - 
have, at best, the level of 
maths expected of an 11-year- 
old. 

Now it is hoped that the 
Maths4us project will help 
improve on that.

She said, "One of the 
big problems is that many 
adults don't think that maths is 
a part of their everyday lives. 

"We want to engage people 
through showing how everyone 
uses maths every day, that it 
can be exciting and fun, and 
that it is not something to be 
scared of."

SOME 30 years ago, Fiat unveiled a 4x4 version 
of its Panda budget car that nobody even 
realised there was a need for. 

Far from being a gimmick, Fiat had engaged 
the renowned experience of Austria’s Steyr- 
Puch to create a serious all-wheel-drive 
powertrain. It was soon being tested in 
endurance rallies, as well as being driven 
to the Mount Everest base camp. 

The tiny affordable go-anywhere car 
attracted a legion of fans, who recognised that 
what it lacked in brute force it more than made 
up for with a lightness enabling it to skip over 
terrain troubling much bigger machines. 

When Fiat belatedly created a second- 
generation Panda in 2003 - the old car had 
been phased out in the mid-1990s - it was 
natural the 4x4 should be revived and have a 
market niche to itself, especially as the five-door 
body offered even more workhorse potential. 

The same formula has been repeated now 
with the third-generation car, which is even 
more versatile. 

But there’s a new twist: apart from the 4x4 
model itself, Fiat is also launching a front- 
wheel-drive-only Trekking version, recognising 
that many buyers want the ‘funky chunky’ off¬ 
road look yet don’t want to pay extra for it. 

With questionable marketing zeal, though, 
the brand is claiming the Panda Trekking as the 
world’s first CUV or City Utility Vehicle -1 hope 
the phrase doesn’t catch on. 

CUV or not, the Trekking has the Panda 4x4’s 
short overhangs, plus raised ride height and 
ground clearance, but combines front-wheel- 
drive with a sophisticated traction-control 
system to combat slippery surfaces. 

Apart from that, it mirrors its 4x4 sister, 
offering a choice between Fiat’s award-winning 
8 75cc Twin Air Turbo petrol or 1.3-litre 
Multijet 2 turbodiesel, both equipped with stop- 
go and gearshift indicator fuel-saving features 
and quoted with an official combined mpg of 
about 60. Back seats can be organised in 
various permutations, while 15 storage 
compartments beats the regular Panda by one. 

For this end of the market, the 4x4 has a 
remarkably sophisticated permanent all-wheel- 
drive system that apportions power between the 
front and rear axles depending on the amount 
of grip available - no driver input is needed. 

Most of the time, though, 98 per cent of the 
engine power is via the front wheels, meaning 
the car behaves much like a front-wheel-drive. 

Fiat says it has also gone to great lengths to 
ensure both chunky Pandas remain 
comfortable and capable on-road, using an 
improved and lighter rear suspension compared 
with the previous version. 

Cosmetics include special bumpers, side-skirts 
and wheel-arch mouldings, door handles and 
mirror fairings specific to these two Panda 
models, black longitudinal roof-bars and 
protective side-strips, plus 15-inch alloys.

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Load-Lugging Chevy Cruzes 
ahead with a tempting price

MOTORING history anoraks will pinpoint 2009 
as the year Chevrolet got serious in the UK. 

Until then, parent group General Motors 
(GM) had tinkered with models left over from its 
2005 takeover of former Korean brand Daewoo 
in 2005. 

But 2009 introduced the striking-looking all- 
new Ford Focus-size Cruze, even if GM group 
strategists made sure it didn’t upstage the all- 
new Astra from sister brand Vauxhall arriving 
later the same year. 

So the Cruze didn’t get the Astra’s driver¬ 
pleasing chassis set-up or the UK’s preferred 
hatchback format; it arrived as a saloon, albeit a 
sharply-styled one wearing Chevy’s new two- 
part grille and given added glamour by a 
decision to enter it into the British Touring 
Car Championship. 

Since then the Cruze has gained a more practi¬ 
cal hatchback option and, last year, a Station 
Wagon (estate) model, which is tested here - it is 
one of the best load-luggers in its class and cer¬ 
tainly one of the most affordable. 

Let’s get the bad news out of the way first, 
though: the 112bhp 1.6-litre petrol-engine wag¬ 
on we are reviewing might tempt you over the 
dealer’s threshold with its £15,3 75 lead-in price 
and many buyers may be happy with it on the 
saloon and hatch versions. 

However, it will not deliver much performance 
if you intend fully using the wagon’s five seats 
and 500/1,478 litres’ load space (rear seats up/ 
rear seats down). The five-speed gearbox also 
suggests that it needs another gear when motor¬ 
way cruising. 

The 128bhp 1.7-litre diesel with six-speed 
change is the better bet - as shown by our road 
tests in the other two Cruze variants - even if 
the starting price is much higher at £16,775. 
It has the pulling power that you need low down 
the rev range.

Take the petrol car out of the equation, 
though, and the Cruze wagon looks like a good 
all-round buy, with lots of equipment across all 
trim levels and Chevy’s five-year/100,000-mile 
warranty thrown in, too. 

The interior is stylish and smart even if Chevy’s 
value-brand pitch is rather obvious versus sister 
brand Vauxhall - some of the materials, notably 
the alloy-effect trim, look a bit cheap. 

It is also practical inside with lots of useful 
stowage and decent head and legroom for 
the class, although front passengers get the 
better deal - the rear seats felt a little upright for 
long journeys. 

The boot is also what you want if you aim to 
use the load-carrying capability a lot: the width 
is good and load-lip low, with handy bins either 
side of the load floor; lift that floor up and you 
can also stash small items in useful compart¬ 
ments below. 


On the road, the Cruze comes across as simply 
competent. As you will have gathered earlier 
from its comparison with the latest Astra, it can¬ 
not compete dynamically with stars of the sector 
such as the VW Golf, Focus and even the latest 
versions of those Korean twins, the Kia Ceed and 
Hyundai i30 - coincidentally, Chevrolet also 
builds the Cruze in Korea. 

Ride comfort is fine, but the wagon naturally 
feels a little heavier on the corners than its sister 
variants, though the light steering is more of a 
boon on this version; it doesn’t deliver much feel 
for keen drivers but can be useful if you happen 
to be making the most of the load capacity. 

However, look at the wagon’s price and 
spec list - air-con is standard - and you will 
realise that this is a no-nonsense old-style 
practical estate that cuts a dash with its 
Americana look and heritage, even if that does 
come via Korea.

SPORTY Spanish marque Seat has 
just completed its most successful year 
on the UK market. 

Sales and market share (1.9 per

For those at the other end of the 
buying spectrum, needing maximum 
people capacity, Seat has launched 
value-added Copa special editions of 
its Altea MPV and its stretched XL 
sister, starting at £16,42 5 and adding 
up to £1,500 of extra equipment. 

The racy-looking Altea is a rare 
beast - a sporty MPV - but it also has 
a big brother in the Alhambra, which 


has just landed the prestigious What 
Car? Best MPV award for the third 
year running, with judges lauding it 
as a “fantastic all-round package”. 

Other Seat deals include Toca edi¬ 
tions of the Mii and Seat’s best-seller, 
the sharply-styled Ibiza supermini. 

Toca is Spanish for touch, so these 
versions get a touch-screen sat-nav 
and driver interface, but they also 
gain additional goodies, with prices 
from £9,845 for the Mii Toca and 
£12,700 for the Ibiza Toca. 



SPAIN'S carmaking history 
had been sketchy up to 1950, 
when that nation’s government 
set up SEAT - an acronym for 
Spanish Touring Car Company 
in English. 

It began as a partnership with 
Fiat, essentially producing re- 
badged versions of the Italian 
marque's cars. When the 
relationship soured in the 
1980s, SEAT briefly went 
independent, collaborating with 
Porsche to create powertrains 
that for a time bore the label 
System Porsche. 

But Germany's VW - hunting 
locations to make cheap small 
cars - was soon stalking the 
vulnerable Spanish firm and 
began buying chunks of shares, 
gaining a controlling interest in 
1986 and full control in 1990. 

Unlike the Fiat days, though, 
modern SEATs have tended to 
be stand-alone designs, even if 
powertrains and some detailing 
come from across the VW group.

Twickenham can see England home 
in Six Nations, says former Wells ace 

Ex-captain and World Cup-winner feels home ties hold key to success for Stuart Lancaster’s side

MARTIN Corry, England’s former captain and 
World Cup-winner, has backed Stuart Lancas¬ 
ter’s men to bring home the Six Nations, which 
kicks off this weekend. 

The 39-year-old, who’s more likely to be office 
-bound or commuting these days in his new life 
at a multinational IT firm, still pays close atten¬ 
tion to the game in which he had such a fruitful 
career and feels England can pick up from where 
they left off in the autumn internationals when 
they stunned New Zealand. 

The flanker, who was part of 
the 2003 England side that tri¬ 
umphed in extra time over 
Australia, as well as the 2007 
team that lost in the final to 
South Africa, feels the fixtures 
fall in England’s favour but is 
wary of the threat of France. 

“I think the autumn inter¬ 
nationals have changed a lot 
people’s perceptions,” he said. 

“You would have said before 
then that the major danger 
coming out of Britain would 
have been Wales. 

“But they had a stinker in 
autumn and England finished 
incredibly with that win against 
New Zealand. Out of the other 
teams, you think France would 
start as favourites. The big 
question is, can England re-create the same form 
as they did against New Zealand? I think they 
can. 

“When predicting the Six Nations, you have 
got to look at where the games are being played. 

“If it was a two-game tournament where you 
played home and away, it would probably be 
between England and France, but England have 
got to play Ireland and Wales away, which 
makes it more difficult. 

“I think England are very well placed, though. 
The fact they are playing France at home will 
prove to be the decisive factor.” 

It’s set to be one of the tightest Six Nations in 
recent history, with Wales aiming to defend their 
crown after a disappointing end to 2012, Scot¬ 
land hoping to hold their own under interim 


boss Scott Johnson, and Ireland and France al¬ 
ways posing a threat. 

England, captained by Chris Robshaw, will be 
without Alex Corbisiero for the tournament but 
have a growing expectation under Lancaster 
after a promising end to the year. 

It is also a chance for an emergence of talent to 
impress British Lions manager Warren Gatland 
ahead of the summer tour of Australia. 

For Corry it’s a reminder of his professional 
career, which he brought to an end in 2009. 

These days he’s a sales director for software 
firm Oracle, a strange choice for a man who 
admits to being a bit of a technophobe only three 
years ago. 

Thankfully, he has left be¬ 
hind some of his rugby-playing 
habits while making his way in 
the office environment. 

“I’m not rugby-tackling peo¬ 
ple when they annoy me,” he 
said. “Rugby is always going to 
be a big part of my life and I 
don’t have a problem with that. 

“Everything I do needs to 
have a challenge - that’s what 
I like and that’s what I need to 
focus my mind.” 

It’s that love of a challenge 
that led him to raise thousands 
of pounds for charity before the 
Six Nations last year. 

However, this year he’s back 
to being a fan in the stand or in 
the pub. 

“I’m always partial to a fund-raising challenge 
of some description,” he said. 

“I’ve not got any planned for this year. I will be 
going to all of England’s home games and will be 
there in Ireland because I’m playing a charity 
match the night before. 

“I might watch the rest at the pub.” 

His long and successful career started in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells, a club he still holds close to his 
heart and visits occasionally, having previously 
been a coaching consultant. 

“I moved down from Birmingham and the first 
thing I did was join the local rugby club,” he 
said. “Wells set me up for life -1 had great times 
there. The players I played with back then I’m 
still in contact with now. That’s the biggest thing 
about club rugby.”

IT WAS Wednesday, March 19, 2003, and thou¬ 
sands of Arsenal fans had made their way to 
eastern Spain with the hope of seeing their side 
keep their Champions League campaign alive 
against Valencia. 

Norwegian targetman John Carew struck twice 
either side of Thierry Henry’s effort as the Gun¬ 
ners exited the competition when all they needed 
was a draw to progress from the group stage. 

But from that disappointing night there was 
a ray of hope for one man, a certain Craig Hollo¬ 
way who made the bench owing to an injury to 
number one ’keeper David Seaman. 

So how did the talented young stopper end up 
as Margate’s goalkeeper and caretaker manager 
almost a decade later? 

Rejected by Football League clubs, he turned 
to non-league, where his impressive form almost 
earned him a move back into the professional 
game before a serious knee injury at Gravesend 
& Northfleet left him on the sidelines for 18 
months. It forced him to re-evaluate his chances 
of earning a full-time living in the game. 

“I was only 18 at Valencia,” he said. “David 
Seaman was injured and Graham Stack [now at 
Barnet] was out on loan, so Stuart Taylor [now 
at Reading] played. 

“It was great - the atmosphere was unbeliev¬ 
able. There were 55,000 people there. You don’t 
get that in non-league... I was nervous. 

“Obviously, when you’re there you think 
you’re going to be there for the rest of your ca¬ 
reer, but when you look at it now Stack was two 
years above me, and Taylor was the year above 
him. Realistically, it wouldn’t have happened. 

“If I had gone to a lower-league club I might 
have got a better chance, but I wouldn’t have got 
the education, so it’s swings and roundabouts.” 

There was a loan move to Conference Premier 
side Farnborough Town in 2004, and Southend 
United the following year, before he signed per¬ 
manently at Farnborough on his release by the 
Gunners, where he’d been since the age of 10. 


On returning from injury he had two spells at 
Braintree Town and one at Chelmsford before 
signing for Margate in the summer. 

The time spent with the likes of Arsene 
Wenger, his now first-team coach Neil Banfield 
and Don Howe, who was Terry Venables’s right- 
hand man for England at Euro 96, gave him the 
tools for the job. Now he is on a new learning 
curve as caretaker boss at Hartsdown Park, 
where he took over after Chris Kinnear left for 
Dover Athletic earlier this month. 

“They give you the background knowledge, 
the experience they’ve had, and the technical 


things,” said the 28-year-old, who has now got 
his B licence coaching badges. 

“They were the best coaches to help you under¬ 
stand the game and have one-to-one chats with. 

“I went up to Arsenal on Monday to watch 
their under-21 side and I saw Neil and Steve 
Bould and had a quick chat. They said if I ever 
needed any advice I could get in touch, which 
was nice as I’d not seen them for eight years.” 

He is not intending to hang up his gloves, 
though, and will leave matchday duties to assist¬ 
ant manager Simon Osborn, with first-team 
coach Danny Hockton in the dugout.

Olympic star looking to help nurture the next generation 
of athletes but insists it won’t impact on his own career

HURDLER Jack Green is hoping to inspire the 
next generation of elite athletes in the county 
through a new scheme. 

The 21-year-old Olympian from Hythe 
launched an initiative this week called Green 
Machine Sport (GMS), which sees 13 hand¬ 
picked athletes from around the county benefit 
from his guidance through monthly seminars 
and advice from mentors. 

Green, who reached the semi-finals of the 
400m hurdles in London, had hoped to look into 
the idea when he retired but wanted to strike 
while the Olympic-legacy iron was still hot. 

"We provide the support, opportunities and 
resources for young athletes to succeed. I see 
it as a support system," he said. "I wanted to do 
this when I retired, but it's so current with 
London 2012 and the legacy." 

Green is based in Bath at university but feels 
he will be able to run GMS without it impacting 
on his training schedule. 


"I train from 9am until 1pm, so I have got 
nothing left to do after then," he said. 

"The squad doesn't require me to do anything 
-1 don't need to be there. I wouldn't do it if it 
compromised my own career." 

There will be monthly seminars from athletes 
past and present, giving advice on all aspects of 
being an elite performer and life beyond sport, 
the first of which took place at Ashford's Julie 
Rose Stadium last Saturday. 

He is hoping to expand it in the future with a 
team for each county, but for now he's focusing 
on making it work in Kent. 

Green started his training again in October 
following the Olympics, in which he crashed out 
in the semi-final of the 400m hurdles but put in 
an impressive performance to help GB to fourth 
in the final of the 4x400m relay. 

He's now getting ready for the indoor season, 
in particular the European indoor championships 
in Sweden at the start of March. 
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This season marks the 100th 
anniversary of the Gills being known 
as Gillingham, having originally being 
founded as New Brompton. We are 
celebrating those we think deserve a 
place in the team of the century.

CHRIS Hope’s time at Gillingham 
coincided with the club reaching its 
highest-ever Football League fi n ishes. 

The gutsy defender, who’s still playing 
at the age of 41 for the newly-reformed 
AFC Rushden & Diamonds, was part of 
the Gills foray into the unknown of the 
old Division One for the 2000/01 season. 

He had already earned himself a solid 
reputation as a fans’ favourite at 
Scunthorpe, from where Andy 
Hessenthaler signed him for £250,000 
after Gills’ promotion from Division Two. 

He started his career as a trainee at 
Darlington in 1989 and he moved on to 
Nottingham Forest at the beginning of the 
1990/91 season. 

However, he didn’t make a 
breakthrough at either club and joined 
Scunthorpe for £50,000 for the 1993/94 
campaign. He went on to make 333 
appearances at Glanford Park but was 
prized away after seven seasons for 
Gillingham’s new adventure, having 
achieved the impressive feat of 177 
consecutive appearances. 

He made his Gills debut in the opening 
game of the 2000/01 season in the 3-1 
home defeat to Stockport County, having 
penned a four-year deal. 

He was a mainstay alongside Guy 
Butters, playing 176 successive games 
before missing one through suspension 
in 2003. He was made captain for the 
2005/06 season following the departure 
of Paul Smith but missed much of it 
through injury. His final appearance in a 
Gills shirt came in a 3-3 draw at Bradford 
on the final day of the 05/06 season. 

He was released and went on to play for 
Rushden & Diamonds, Corby Town and 
St Neots Town.
